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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGERS 


Between July 1984 and June 1985, we experienced 
more forest fires throughout our state than in any year in 
the last 50. Two of the leading causes of the 1,605 fires were 
children and fires kindled without written permission of a 
Forest Fire Warden. Both causes are preventable, but only 
with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with 
forest fire prevention. Contact your Forest Fire Warden 
for more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is 
the responsibility of State Forestry officials. Our state has 
excellent timber harvest regulations; however, your 
assistance is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state 
timber harvest law may be violated, call your Forest Fire 
Warden. 


If you own forest land, you will become responsible for 
the timber tax payment starting April 1, 1986. This is a 
change in the Timber Tax Law that will impact all forest 
landowners. Contact your Board of Selectmen for timber 
tax forms.

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REPORT OF SACOPEE VALLEY HEALTH CENTER 


The Sacopee Valley Health Center is a nonprofit com- 
munity health agency which was founded in 1976. Funded 
by a combination of patient fees, local support, and a 
United States Public Health services grant, the Center pro- 
vides medical care and other preventive health and social 
services. It primarily serves the residents of Porter, 
Parsonsfield, Cornish, Limerick, Baldwin, Hiram and sur- 
rounding towns. 

The Health Center has continued to grow in the range 
of its services and in the number of people served. During 
1985, approximately 6,000 people made more than 18,300 
visits to the Sacopee Valley Health Center. Residents of 
Freedom accounted for 3% of those who were served. 

Approximately 180 residents of Freedom benefitted 
from the services offered at the Health Center. Of these, 16 
were approved for fee assistance under the Center’s 
sliding fee scale. This scale is available to persons whose 
documented family income meets minimum guidelines. 

In April 1985, the Health Center launched its ‘‘Space 
Program ’’, a fund drive to raise money for our building ex- 
pansion. This expansion will almost double our present 
space, permitting more service to more people, with far 
more efficient use of space. We expect to begin construc- 
tion in Spring of 1986.

A volunteer, consumer Board of Directors govern the 
activities of Sacopee Valley Health Center. Each Board 
member must be a resident of a town in the service area.
